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Continuation of 13. Other: Although an annendment was not filed, the final rejection still stands for the reasons stated in the following 
paragraphs. 

Applicant's arguments filed February 17, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically, in response to 
applicant's argument that the plates of Miles '562 are supported by tethers "306" and move via the elasticity of the tethers and therefore 
do not move along the posts, the examiner disagrees. The examiner agrees that the plates "300" and "302" are connected to the posts 
(Figure 3A, wherein the posts are the four outer supports, which include at least a first and second post) by tethers "306", however, the 
plates nevertheless still move along the posts (Shown in Figure 3C). The claim does not state that the plates are directly connected to the 
posts; rather it merely claims that the posts are located between the posts and that the plates are shifted "along the first post and the 
second post". Regarding the argument that the second plate "302" can only be pulled downwards, causing the plate movement to be 
different than the claimed invention, there is no limitation in the claim stating that the second plate moves in more than one direction, it 
merely states that "the first plate and the second plate shift along the first post and the second post". If these were intended to be 
limitations of the invention, they should have been so claimed. 
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
